Guistinianl, wounded tn 
hand, retired; his Geitoest followers fell 
back dispirited. The flotilla battered the har- 
bor-ward ramparts. Two forlorn hopes gained 
entrance at other breaches. The Janizaries, « 
living tide, filled the gate of St. Romanus. The 
fate of Constantinople was stated. Constantine, 
standing amid the corpses of his subjects, 
cried, * Is there no hristian left alive te strike 
off my head Two seceessive wounds from 
the sworts of the Janizaries stretched among 
the dead the last of the Caesars 
At noon, the Sultan, surrounded by bis prin-
